Roosev elt has sent a sp ecial messa «* 
to congress in which he again calls 
attention to the abu se of inju nctions 
in labor cases and u rges remedial b*g- 
islation. 
The p resident also recom­ 
mends the re-enactment of the e m ­ 
p loy ers' 
nahlli*y 
act, 
recently 
d e ­ 
clared 
u nconstitu tional, 
limited 
In 
scop e to ap p ly only to Interstate com­ 
m erce 
lie refers at length to gam ­ 
bling in stock s and fu tu res and u rges 
that action be tak en to p rev ent at 
least the mak ing of large sales of 
what men do not p ossess and corner­ 
ing the mark et. 
In recommending the 
strengthening of a nt it r u s t 
laws he 
calls attention to the bitter and p er­ 
sistent u ttaek s on the administration 
now 
being 
made 
by 
corp orations 
brou ght to the bar of ju stice for v iola­ 
tion of law. 
T he message, in p art, 
follow s: 
The su p reme cou rt has decided the 
emp loy ers' liability law to bo u ncon­ 
stitu tional becau se its terms ap p ly to 
emp loy es engaged wholly In Intrastate 
commerce as well as to emp loy es en­ 
gaged in interstate commerce. 
By a 
su bstantial majority the cou rt holds 
that the congress has p ower to deal 
with the q u estion in so far as inter­ 
s t a t e commerce is concerned. 
As re- 
igards the emp loy ers' liability law I 
adv ocate its immediate re e nactm ent, 
limiting its scop e so that it slia.ll u p 
p ly onl\ to the clasB of cases as to 
■which the cou rt say s It can constitu ­ 
tionally ap p ly , bu t strengthening its 
p rov isions within this scop e. 
1 also v ery u rgently adv ise that a 
comp rehensiv e act be p assed p rov id­ 
ing for comp ensation by the gov ern- 
anent to all emp loy ee inju red In the 
gov ernment serv ice. 
F nd e r the p res­ 
ent law an Inju red work man in the 
emp loy ment of the gov ernment has no 
remedy and the entire bu rden of the 
accident falls on the help less man, his 
wife and his y ou ng children. 
This is 
an ou trage. 
It is a m atter of hu milia­ 
tion to the nation that there shou ld 
not be on ou r statu te book s p rov ision 
to meet and p artially to atone for 
cru el misfortu ne when It comes u p on 
h man throu gh no fau lt of his own 
while faithfu lly serv ing the p u blic. 


S om e Action Is N ec essary. 


I again call y ou r attention to the 
need of some action in connection 
with the abu se of inju nctions in labor 
cases. 
As regards 
the rights 
and 
wrongs of 
labor and 
cap ital, from 
black listing to boy cotting, tlie whole 
su bject is cov ered in admirable fash­ 
ion by the rep ort of the anthracite 
coal strik e commission, which rep ort 
shou ld serv e as a chart for the gu id­ 
ance of both legislativ e and ex ecu tiv e 
officers. 
As regards inju nctions I can 
do little bu t rep eat what I hav e said 
in my last message to the congress. 
Ev en thou gh it were p ossible I shou ld 
consider it most u nwise to abolish the 
u se of the p rocess of inju nction. The 
ju dge who u ses it cau tiou sly and con­ 
serv ativ ely , bu t who, when the need 
arises, u ses it fearlessly , confers the 
greatest serv ice u p on ou r p eop le and 
bis p re-eminent u sefu lness as a p u blic 
serv a nt shou ld 
be 
heartily recog- 
nix ed. 
Du l there is no q u estion in my 
tnlnd that it has sometimes been u sed 
heedlessly and unjustly and that some 
• f the Inju nctions Issu ed Inflict grav e 
and 
occasionally 
irrep arable 
wrong 
upo n those enjoined. 
It is a ll wrong to u se the inju nction 
to p rev ent the entirely p rop er and 
legitimate actions of labor organiza­ 
tions In iheir stru ggle for Indu strial 
b etterm ent or u nder the gu ise of p ro­ 
tecting p rop erty rights u nwarrantably 
to inv ade the fu ndamental rights oi 
th e indiv idu al. 
It is tu t lie to concede, 
as we all do, the right and the neces 
sity of organized effort on the p art of 
wage earners and y et by inju nctiv e 
p rocess to forbid p eaceable action to 
accomp lish 
the 
lawfu l 
objects 
for 
which they are organized and u p on 
wty ch their su ccess dep ends. 
*5 ot only shou ld there be action on 
certain laws affecting wage earners; 
1here shou ld also be su ch action on 
laws better to secu re control ov er the 
great bu siness concerns engaged in 
Inteistate commerce and 
esp ecially 
gv er the greats common ca rriers. 
Th§ 


fat erstaie 
commerce 
commission 
shou ld be emp owered to p ass u p on any 
rate or p ractice on its own initiativ e. 
The 
inters'ale 
commerce 
com­ 
mission 
shou ld 
be 
p rov ided 
with 
the 
means 
to 
m ak e

p hy sical 
v alu ation of any road as to which it 
deems thin v alu ation necessary . 
In 
till** connection I desire to rep eat my 
recommendation that railway s be p er­ 
mitted to form traffle associations for 
th* p u rp ose of conferring abou t and 
agreeing u p on rates, regu lations ami 
p ractices affecting interstate bu siness 
In which the members of the associa­ 
tion ate mu tu ally 
interested. 
This 
Hoes not mean that they shou ld be 
giv en the right to pool their earnings 
or their traffic. 


T h e S h e r m a n A n t i- T r u st Law. 


In reference to the Sherman anti­ 
tru st law I rep eat the recommenda­ 
tions made in my messu ge at the op en­ 
ing of the p rorent congress, as well as 
In my message to the p rev iou s con­ 
gress. 
The attemp t in this law to 
p rov ide in sweep ing terms against ail 


¿ombinattonr of whatev er character, if 
technically In restraint of trade as 
su ch restraint has been defined by 
the cou rts, mu st necessarily he either 
fu tile or mischiev ou s and sometimes 
both. 
The p resent law mak es some 
comidnations 
illegal, 
althou gh 
they 
may be u sefu l to the cou ntry . 
On the 
other hand, ns to some hu ge combina- 
j 
tions which are both nox iou s and 11- 
lev al, ev en if the action u ndertak en 
against them u nder the law by the 
gov ernment Is su ccessfu l, the resu lt 
may be to work bu t a minimu m bene­ 
fit to the p u blic. 
Ev en thou gh the 
combination be brok en u p and a small 
measu re of reform thereby p rodu ced 
the real good aimed at can not be ob­ 
tained, for su ch real good can come 
only by a thorou gh and continu ing 
su p erv ision ov er the acts of the com- 
j 
bination in all ith p a ns so as to p re­ 
v ent stocK watering, imp rop er forms 
of comp etition and, in short, wrong­ 
doing generally . 
The law shou ld cor- ; 
rect that p ortion of the Sherman act 
which p rohibits all combinations of 
the 
character 
abov e 
described, 
whether they be reasonable or u nrea­ 
son able. 
I do not k now whether it is p ossi­ 
ble, nu t it p ossible it is certainly de­ 
sirable, that in connection with m e a s ­ 
u res to restrain stock watering and 
ov ercap italization 
there 
shou ld 
be 
measu res tak en to p rev ent at least 
the grosser forms of gambling in se ­ 
cu rities and 
commodities, su ch 
as 
mak ing large sales of what men do not 
po8 *e.->s and “cornering” the mark et. 
Legitimate p u rchases of commodities 
and of stock s and secu rities for in­ 
v estment hav e no connection whatev er 
with p u rchases of stock s or other se­ 
cu rities or commodities on a margin 
for 
sp ecu lativ e 
and 
gambling 
p u r­ 
p oses 
T h e re is no moral difference 
between gambling at cards or in lot­ 
teries or on the racetrack and gam ­ 
bling in the stock mark et. 
It wou ld 
seem that 
the 
federal 
gov ernment 
cou ld at least act by forbidding the 
u se of the mails, telegrap h and tele­ 
p hone wires 
for mere 
gambling in 
stock s and fu tu res ju st as it does in 
lottery transactions. 


Attack s on the Administration. 


T he attack by the great corp ora­ 
tions on the adm inistration’s actions 
hav e been giv en a wide circu lation 
throu ghou t the cou ntry , In the news­ 
p ap ers and otherwise, by those writers 
and sp eak ers who, consciou sly or u n­ 
consciou sly , act as the rep resentativ es 
o f p redatory wealth—of 
the wealth 
accu mu lated on a giant scale by all 
forms of iniq u ity , ranging from the 
op p ression of wage work ers to u nfair 
and u nwholesome methods of cru shing 
ou t comp etition, and 
to defrau ding 
the p u blic by stock jobbing and the 
manip u lation of secu rities. 
The ad­ 
ministration and those who su p p ort 
its v iews are not only not engaged in 
an assau lt on p rop erty , bu t are stren­ 
u ou s u p holders of the rights of p rop ­ 
erty . 
The book s and p amp hlets, the 
controlled newsp ap ers, the sp eeches 
by p u blic or p riv ate men to which I 
refer, are u su ally ami esp ecially in 
the im e ie st of the Standard Oil tru st 
and of certain notoriou s railroad com­ 
binations, hu t they also defend other 
indiv idu als and corp orations of great 
wealth that hav e been gu ilty of wrong­ 
doing. 
It is only rarely that the men 
resp onsible for the wrongdoing th e m ­ 
selv es sp eak or write. 
Normally they 
hire others tq _ ¿2 
bidding or find 


of hers who wlil do it withou t hire. 
From Ihe railroad rate law to the 
p u re food law ev ery measu re for hon 
esty In bu siness that has been p assed 
du ring « he last six y ears has been op 
p osed by these men on Its p assage 
and in Its administration with ev ery 
resou rce that hitter and u nscru p u lou s 
craft cou ld su ggest and the command 
of almost u nlimited money secu re. Bu t 
for the last y ear the attack has been 
made with most bitterness u p on the 
actu al administration of the law, esp e­ 
cially throu gh the dep artment of ju s­ 
tice, bu t also throu gh the interstate 
commerce commission and the bu reau 
of 
corp orations. 
The 
ex traordinary 
v iolence of the aasau ltg u p on ou r p ol­ 
icy contained In these sp eeches, edi 
torials, articles, adv ertisements 
and 
p amp hlets and the enormou s su ms of 
money sp ent in these v ariou s wav s, 
giv e a fairly accu rate measu re of the 
a nr e r and terror which ou r p u blic ac­ 
tions hav e cau sed the corru p t nten 
of v ast wealth to feel in the v ery m ar­ 
row of their being.

be remedied. 
He has discov ered the 
ru nning sore in ou r national life.

wealth and from the monop olistic en 
terp rlses which hav e giv en u nearned 
riches to the few who by controlling 
the great indu stries of the nation hav e 
lev ied tribu te u p on the whole cou ntry . 
“Its warnings are entirely in har­ 
mony with the warnings which Demo­ 
crats hav e been u ttering for more 
than a decade and I hop e that the 
Democrats in the senate and the hou se 
will p romp tly challenge the issu es that 
hav s been p resented by the p resident.”

ROOSEVELT’S MESSAGE.

Washington, Feb. 1.—The reading of 
the p resldenf’s message concerning 
the emp loy ers liability act, the grant­ 
ing of inju nctions in labor cases and 
other m atters of a general natu re con­ 
cerning corp orations, was the chief 
featu re of the senate p roceedings. 
The message receiv ed carefu l atten­ 
tion on the p art of many senators on 
both sides of the chamber. 
The sen­ 
ate ordered the p rinting of 
10,000 
cop ies. 
The remainder of the day was de­ 
v oted to rou tine bu siness and a fu r-

the Thaw case to rep ort, Ju stice Dow­ 
ling ordered the doors of the ju ry 
room lock ed for the night and ad­ 
jou rned cou rt. 
The ru mor p ersisted that the ju rors 
wore hop elessly div ided— 8 to 4. 
Mr. 
Littleton of the defense ex p ressed the 
belief that the majority fav ored a v er­ 
dict of not gu ilty on tlie grou nd of in­ 
sanity , and when be left for his home 
was still hop efu l that a decision ev ent­ 
u ally wou ld be reached. 
District At­ 
torney Jerom e said: 
“ Nobody can tell what a ju ry will 
do, so what is the u se of sp ecu lating?” 
Thaw retired disconsolately to his 
cell in the Tombs. 
He ex p ressed the

Information reached here by m eans of 
the wireless telegrap h. 
Possession bay is only a few' miles 
west of (’ap e Possession, and abou t 
fifty miles from the entrance to the 
first narrows. 
It affords good anchor­ 
age and it is thou ght here that Ad­ 
miral Hv ans decided to anchor the 
fleet for the night rather than to tak e 
any risk in nav igating the first and 
second narrows between Possession 
bay and Pu nt a Arenas.

Cane/, carry ing the local gov ernment 
officials and others who are here to 
gr rtet the Americans, will meet the 
fleet off 
Magdalena island.

Roosevelt has sent a special message 
to congress in which he again calls 
attention to the abuse of injunctions 
in labor cases and urges remedial leg­ 
islation. 
The president also recom­ 
mends the re-enactment of the em­ 
ployers’ 
lability 
act, 
recently 
de­ 
clared 
unconstitutional, 
limited 
in 
scope to apply only to interstate com­ 
merce. 
He refers at length to gam­ 
bling in stocks and futures and urges 
that action be taken to prevent at 
least the making of large sales of 
what, men do not possess and corner­ 
ing the market.

The supreme court has decided the 
(employers’ liability law to be uncon­ 
stitutional because its terms apply to 
employes engaged wholly in intrastate 
commerce a3 well as to employes en­ 
gaged in interstate commerce. 
By a 
substantial majority the court holds 
that the congress has power to deal 
with the question in so far ae inter­ 
state commerce is concerned. As re­ 
gards the employers’ liability law I 
advocate its immediate re-enactment, 
limiting its scope so that it shall ap- 
iply only to the class of cases as to 
which the court says it can constitu­ 
tionally apply, but strengthening its 
{provisions within this scope. 
I also very urgently advise that a 
comprehensive act be passed provid­ 
ing for compensation by the govern-

commission 
should be empowered to pass upon any 
rate or practice on its own initiative. 
The 
interstate 
commerce 
com­ 
mission 
should 
be 
provided 
with 
the 
means 
to

till? connection I desire to repeat my 
recommendation that railways be per­ 
mitted to form traffic associations for 
tho purpose of conferring about and 
agreeing upon rates, regulations and 
practices affecting interstate business 
In which the members of the associa­ 
tion are mutually 
interested. 
This 
does not mean that they should be 
given the right to pool their earnings 
or their traffic. 


The Sherm an Anti-Trust Law. 
In reference to the Sherman anti­ 
trust law I repeat the recommenda­ 
tions made in my message at the open­ 
ing of the present congress, as wrell as 
in my message to the previous con­ 
gress. 
The attem pt in this law to 
provide in sweeping terms against all 
combinations of whatever character, if 
technically in restraint of trade as 
Buch restraint has been defined by 
the courts, must necessarily be either 
futile or mischievous and sometimes 
both. 
The present law makes some 
combinations illegal, although they 
may be useful to the country. On the 
other hand, as to some huge combina­ 
tions which are both noxious and il­ 
legal, even if the action undertaken 
against them under the law by the 
government is successful, the result 
may be to work but a minimum bene­ 
fit to the public. 
Even though the 
combination be broken up and a small 
measure of reform thereby produced 
the real good aimed at can not be ob­ 
tained, for such real good can come 
only by a thorough and continuing 
supervision over the acts of the com­ 
bination in all its parts so as to pre-

From the railroad rate law to the 
pure food law every measure for hon­ 
esty in business that has been passed 
during the last six years has been op­ 
posed by those men on its passage 
and in its administration with every 
resource that bitter and unscrupulous 
craft could suggest and the command 
of almost unlimited money secure. But 
for the last year the attack has been 
made with most bitterness upon the 
actual administration of the law, espe­ 
cially through the department of jus­ 
tice, but also through the interstate

remedy and the entire burden of the 
accident falls on the helpless man, his 
wife and his young children. This is 
an outrage. It is a matter of humilia­ 
tion to the nation that there should 
not be on our statute books provision 
to meet and partially to atone for 
cruel misfortune when it comes upon 
a man through no fault of his own 
while faithfully serving the public. 


Som e Action Is Necessary. 
I again call your attention to the 
need of some action in connection 
with the abuse of injunctions in labor 
cases. 
As regards the rights 
and 
wrongs of 
labor and 
capital, from 
blacklisting to boycotting, the whole 
subject is covered in admirable fash­ 
ion by the report of the anthracite 
coal strike commissicn, which report 
should serve as a chart for the guid­ 
ance of both legislative and executive 
officers. As regards injunctions I can 
do little but repeat what I have said 
in my last message to the congress. 
Even though it were possible I should 
consider it most unwise to abolish the 
use of the process of injunction. The 
judge who uses it cautiously and con­ 
een atively, but who, when the need 
arises, uses It fearlessly, confers the 
greatest service upon our people and 
his pre-eminent usefulness as a public 
servant 
should 
be 
heartily recog­ 
nised. But there is no question in my 
B&ind that it has sometimes been used 
heedlessly and unjustly and that some 
•f the injunctions issued inflict grave 
and occasionally irreparable wrong 
upon those enjoined. 
It it all wrong to use the Injunction 
to prevent the entirely proper and 
legitimate actions of labor organiza­ 
tions in their struggle for industrial 
betterm ent or under the guise of pro­ 
tecting property rights unwarrantably 
to invade the fundamental rights of 
the iudividual. it is futile to concede, 
as we all do, the right and the neces­ 
sity of organized effort on th'e part of 
wage earners and yet by injunctive 
process to forbid peaceable action to 
accomplish 
the lawful objects 
for 
which they are organized aud upon 
which their success depends. 
*5ot only should there be action on 
certain laws affecting wage earners; 
there should also be such action on 
laws better to secure control over the 
great business concerns engaged in 
Interstate commerce and 
especially 
giver the great common carriers. The

Attacks on the Adm inistration. 
The attack by the great corpora­ 
tions on the administration’s actions 
have been given a wide circulation 
throughout the country, in the news­ 
papers and otherwise, by those writers 
and speakers who, consciously or un­ 
consciously, act as the representatives 
ef predatory wealth—of the wealth 
accumulated on a giant scale by all 
forms of iniquity, ranging from the 
oppression of wage workers to unfair 
and unwholesome methods of crushing 
out competition, and 
to defrauding 
the public by stock jobbing and the 
manipulation of securities.

ministration and those who support 
its views are not only not engaged in 
an assault on property, but are stren­ 
uous upholders of the rights of prop­ 
erty. 
The books and pamphlets, the 
controlled newspapers, the speeches 
by public or private men to which I 
refer, are usually and especially in 
the interest of the Standard Oil trust 
and of certain notorious railroad com­ 
binations, but they also defend other 
individuals and corporations of great 
wealth that have been guilty of wrong­ 
doing. It is only rarely that the men 
responsible for the wrongdoing them­ 
selves speak or write. Normally they

Washington, Feb. I.—The reading of 
the presidents message concerning 
the employers liability act, the grant­ 
ing of injunctions in labor cases and 
other matters of a general nature con­ 
cerning corporations, was the chief 
feature of the senate proceedings.

The tornado struck about 4 o’clock 
In the afternoon. 
It came from the 
southwest and disappeared Into the 
northeast. 
At least a dozen homes of 
white families were blown down. The 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. Maddox was 
blown completely off the premises, 
and Mrs. Maddox’s spinal column was 
broken. 
The path of the tornado was un­ 
usually wide, and was left littered 
with hundreds of dollars worth of 
dead farm animals and strewn with 
many thousands of dollars worth of 
property. 
Surrounding towns not in the direct 
path of the storm suffered damage dur­ 
ing the few minutes of the tornado’s 
duration. 
At Georgetown buildings were blown 
down and at Hazelhurst two saw mills 
were destroyed, many fences and sev­ 
eral small buildings were blown over. 
Center Point reported much dam­ 
age, but no loss of life. 
Darkness set­ 
tled down so quickly after the storm 
that only an incomplete estim ate of 
the destruction, both to life and to 
property was obtained.

Professor Saunders Holds Freer M a n u ­ 
script Equai to Canonical Ones. 
Professor H. A. Saunders of Mich­ 
igan university told the Detroit Archae­ 
ological society the other day that 
the Freer Bible manuscript recently 
brought from Egypt is nothing less 
than a complete new codex covering 
two-thirds of the Bible and as authen­ 
tic as any of the three codices hereto­ 
fore known—namely, the Vatican, the 
Alexandrlnian and the Sinaltic. He Is 
convinced of this because of the char­ 
acter of the manuscripts, says a De­ 
troit correspondent of the New York 
Sun. They are a Greek transcript of 
some older manuscript, in which re­ 
spect they are on a par with the three 
other recognized codices. 
The age of 
the collection Professor Saunders places 
at from 400 to 600 A. D. 
The book does not contain the reve­ 
lations of John. Dwelling on 1 :s fea­ 
ture, Professor Saunders made an in­ 
teresting 
observation. 
The 
revela­ 
tions of St. Peter were found not 
many years ago at the same place 
where this Freer codex was unearthed. 
The present codex, the professor ad­ 
vanced as a theory, was part of a Bi­ 
ble of six books which included the 
revelations of St. Peter instead of 
those of St. John and was used by a 
Greek church in upper Egypt and 
burled or lost at the time of the Mos­ 
lem invasion of Egypt in 640.

Chari» » E. Hughes, whoee nomination 
for the presidency by the Republican 
national convention in Chicago next 
Tune Is being urged 
b y the New York 
county committee and other Republi­ 
can county committeen In New York 
state, has made open declaration of 
his views on national issues and prin­ 
ciples. 
Until he was welcomed by scores of 
well known Republicans at a recep­ 
tion ten« lered him at the Republican 
club, 
Governor 
Hughes 
had 
main­ 
tained silence on all q uestions affect­ 
ing the country and the definition of 
his position on federal issues has con­ 
seq uently been expectantly awaited. 
Governor Hughes told his hearers 
that he did not come before them in 
any spirit of rivalry or self-seeking 
and that there are “many Republicans 
who by \ i r tur e of their character and 
distinguished services are worthy of 
the highest honor the party can be­ 
stow.” 
T he governor was given an ovation 
when he concluded his speech. 
De­ 
claring the Republican party was a 
party of progress and stability, Gov­ 
ernor Hughes commended the adm in­ 
istration of President Roosevelt as one 
which “to a degree almost unparal­ 
leled. has impressed the popular im­ 
agination and won the confidence of 
the people.”

Charles E. Hughes, whose nomination 
for the presidency by the Republican 
national convention in Chicago next 
June Is being urged by the New York 
county committee and other Republi­ 
can county committees in New York 
elate, has made open declaration of 
his views on national issues and prin­ 
ciples. 
Until he was welcomed by scores of 
well known Republicans at a recep­ 
tion tendered him at the ‘hepubllcan 
club, 
Governor 
Hughes 
had 
m ain­ 
tained silence on all questions affect­ 
ing the country -and the definition of 
his position on federal issues has con­ 
sequently been expectantly awaited. 
Governor Hughes told his hearers 
that he did not come before them in 
any spirit of rivalry or self-seeking 
and that there are “many Republicans 
who by \irtu re of their character and 
distinguished services are worthy of 
the highest honor the party can be­ 
stow.” 
The governor was given an ovation 
when he concluded his speech. 
De­ 
claring the Republican party was a 
party of progress and stability, Gov­ 
ernor Hughes commended the admin­ 
istration of President Roosevelt as one 
which “to a degree almost unparal­ 
leled, has impressed the popular im­ 
agination and won the confidence of 
the people.” 


Under O bligations to Roosevelt. 
The country, he said, was under 
lasting obligation to President Roose­ 
velt for his vigorous opposition to 
abuse and for the strong impulse he 
has given to movements for their cor­ 
rection. 
In the solution of these dif­ 
ficult problems, he declared, differ­ 
ences of opinion now as always exist 
with regard to the best means of solv­ 
ing them. 
Governor Hughes asserted his un­ 
qualified opposition to the government 
ownership of railroads, but said that 
regulation of interstate transportation 
is essential to protect the people from 
unjust discriminations. 
As a means 
of railroad supervision the governor 
suggested 
an 
administrative 
board. 
The governor declared that the Sher­ 
man anti-trust act should be clarified 
and be made more explicit, that the 
law may bo made stronger and more 
effective by being made more definite. 
“I am not in favor of punishment in 
the shape of fines upon corporations, 
except for minor offenses. 
The bur­ 
den of fines imposed upon such cor­ 
porations is either transferred to the 
public or is borne by the stockhold­ 
ers,” declared Governor Hughes. 
A revision of the tariff is advised 
by Governor Hughes, who suggested 
that the readjustm ent of schedules he 
effected by an expert commission. 
Governor Hughes declared that he 
dirt not believe In arbitrary action and 
that the rule of the people m ust he a 
rule of reason and every effort must 
he dominated by a sense of justice.
